Navy Roosevelt' These affidavits 
cited discrepancies caused by Albert 
B. Fall, former secretary of the in- 
terior and Edwin Denby, former sec- 
retary of the navy. 


The defense made no objection

"There was no authority'' Pome- 


rene told the court "for granting the 
contracts or leases. They are there 
fore Illegal because of this lack of 
authority on the part of the govern- 
ment officials and because of failure 
to have any competitive bidders.

It is better to wrap clothes in news 
paper sprinkled with moth preven- 
tive than to hang them for a long 
period, like the summer.

Boil a small cupful of well-washed 


rice in the usual way. Drain it and 
add a little salt, a tablespoonful of 
sugar and a small lump of butter. 
Heap the tic. on a buttered baking-- 
dish, smoothing fhe top in mound 
fashion. 
Make little depressions 


over the top into which break six 
raw eggs. Dust the eg-gs with pep- 
per and salt, then set the dish into 
the oven long enough to cook the 
eggs. Remove the dish, turn over 
all a rich white sauce made not too 
thick, 'and garnish it with slices of 
broiled bacon and sprays of parsley. 
A half grapefruit may be served be- 
fore the mountain and coffee with 
it, which constitutes the meal unless 
one wishes to serve cream cheese, 
bar-le-duc and crackers afterward. 


Creamed Cod in Ramekins. 
Take enough cold, boiled codfish 


to make two cupfuls when the skin 
and bones ar»^removed and the fish 
is flaked. Add a half cupful of fine 
crumbs, pepper, salt, a teaspoonful 
of chopped parsley, the same of cel- 
ery leaves, the juice of an onion and 
enough drawn butter to moisten the 
mas*. Fill buttered ramekins lightly 
with the mixture and bake it about 
ten minutes in a medium oven. 
Serve the ramekins hot with but- 
tered toast-fingers and coffee. Cut- 
up oranges may precede the rame- 
kin dish. A little cream cheese and 
orange marmalade may follow if de- 
sired. 
Curried Shrimp. 
Open, drain and pick over careful- 


ly, one large can of shrimps. Peel 
and chop fine, one shallot. Or a 
small red onion will do. Put it into 
a pan with one ounce of butter and 
fry it a delicate brown, then add a 
lablespoonful of Oour and a tea- 
spoonful Of curry powder. Blend this 
mixture, then add slowly a cupful 
and a half of chicken broth. Stir the 
ingredients -until they arc w^ll 
blended, then add pepper and salt.

lungs. It is not good for your health to be too much 
in a dusty place. 


Our mothers did not teach us to clean the house 


and to dust the furniture simply to have the home 
look neat. They taught us to do these things be- 
cause they help in giving good health. 


I often think about our domestic habits, and am 


filled with admiration because of their scientific 
foundation.

sunlight. 


Take a germ like the germ of tu- 
berculosis, for instance—by exposure 
to the sunlight it will die in six 
or eight hours. There are marvel- 
ous effects* in sunlight beyond the 
familiar ones of heat and illumin- 
ation. 
Just as our mothers knew the 


value of sunlight, so they knew the 
harmfulness of dust. There can be 
no doubt that many an illness can 
be traced to exposure to dust and 
smoke. 
It must t>e remembered that dust, 
is a material thing. Tiny particles 
of matter float in the air. When 
they come in contact with the mu- 
cous membranes of the eyes and 
nose and throat irritation and con- 
gestion result. 
If the exposure is 


long continued the congestion in- 
creases and inflammation follows. 


While an inflammation of this sort 


might readily disappear upon re 
moval from dust exposure, yet it pre 
pares the way for inoculation with 
harmful germs. 
If the bad effec 


of the dust is found in the throa 
or lungs it prepares the way for the 
germs of tuberculosis or some pus 
producing- germs. 
Bronchitis 
or 


pneumonia may find ready access 
to the system if the way is pre- 
pared by the irritation produced by 
dust. 
In ±he house, the barn, the corn 


crib, your office, the shop—every 
where vou are going to spend anj 
time—there should be cleanliness 
and freedom from dust.

CHAPTER^XXII. 


Some Independent Spending 


Department*. 


Not all departments of the govern 


ment are under the supervision of a 
cabinet officer. Some large spending 
bureaus are independent and respon- 
sible only to the president. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the growth of indepen- 
dent departments, free from all cabi- 
net control, has become a real ten- 
dency in the federal government ac 
tivities today. The war greatly accel- 
erated this movement. 


Now let us take a look at some of 
these departments. 


(1) The civil service commission 


while a relatively small spending bu 
reau, deserves special mention. It 
was organized- on March 9, 1883, for 
the purpose of decreasing political 
influence In the selection of govern- 
mental employes. The first classifica- 
tion of the service, under the civil 
service commission, applied to the 
departments at Washington and to 
postoffice and custom houses having 
as many as fifty employes, embrac- 
ing 13,294 employes. 
That was 41 


years ago. 


On June 30, 1923, there were 548, 


531 officer* and employes in the ex- 
ecultve civil service. During the fis- 
cal year 1923 the commission exam- 
ined 204,200 persons. Of these 57,694 
were appointed. At the end of the 
fiscal years 1923 the civil service 
commission bad a force of 293 clerks 
and examiners arid 32 sub-clerks and 
employes in Washington and 184 
elsewhere. 
This bureau spent ap- 


proximately ^729,000 in 1923, and the 
estimate 
for 1924 increase this 


amount by about $250,000.

(3) The railroad 
administration 


has been one of the big spending bu- 
reaus since the government opera- 
tion during the war. That chapter we 
are not taking up at this time.

(5) Xo review'would be complete 


without giving an account of the 
work of the federal trade commis- 
sion. This was created by an act of 
congress passed September 26, 1914. 
in which the commission's powers 
and duties were defined.

members are appointed for a term of 
seven years by the president of the 
United States, with the approval of 
the senate. Each commissioner re- 
ceives $10.000 a year salary.

Only a month ago the commission 


submitted its report to congress

There are many other independent 


boards. 
_ commissions and bureaus 


charted with the conduct of the 
government's business. Many are 
temporary. They grew up during 
the war. Others are the result of 
further regulations. Imposed by the 
government 
itself. 
Undoubtedly 


there is much waste, and some 'con- 
siderable duplication in the work 
But outside of those already enum- 
erated, the other bureaus are cost- 
ing relatively little. Many of them 
could be merged with other bureaus

I Why Carranza Was Finally Recog- 


nized—The German Factor in 


the Mexican Problem. 


The Mexican question was inciden- 


tal to larger phases ol world diplo- 
macy, and circumstances be\oud the 


I control ot the Washington govern-* 
jrneut often dictated a course ol ao- 
Ition distasteful to \Voodrow Wilson 
j himself.

For instance, wben a boatload of 


j American sailors were arrested oa

When the news became public, how- 
ever, that a demand for.* salute had 
been made, the president could n^t 
turn back.

I where President Wilson had taken 
(Mrs. Wilson in the hope that her 
"health would improve. He returned 
to Washington at once and in the 
next tew days a crisis in Mexican re- 
lations developed, the climax coming 
in the sudden seizure of Vera Cruz 
as a reprisal for the insult to Ameri- 
can blue-jackets. 


Mr. Wilson did not issue the order 


for the seizure of Vera Cruz with 
the idea that bloodshed would follow. 
He had been given the idea in the 
reports from John Lind, his envoy, 


i that the customs house at Vera Cruz 
could be seized without the loss of 
a life. 
Resistance from the Mexi- 


cans was not expected, but the whole 
maneuver with its consequent loss 
of Mexican and American lives made 
upon Mr. Wilson's mind a profound 
impression of tragedy. He could not 
rid himself of the thought that Mex- 
ico was 'a weak country, and that 
the United States might nave found 
some other way of satisfying pride. 
Altbo there were interests desirous 
of intervention and Mr. Wilson was 
criticized for not ordering the Ameri- 
can expeditionary force to proceed 
to Mexico City, no such plan ever 
received his sanction. He believed 
there was such a thing as a nation 
too proud to fight a neighbor as 
weak and helpless as Mexico, how- 


I ever irritating the cause. Woodrow 
j Wilson's forbearance with respect to 
Mexico in latter days was to no 
small extent prompted by his regret 
over the Vera Cruz tragedy. 


The author attended the confer- 


ence at Niagara Falls in the early 
part of 1914 in which the diplomatic 
representatives of Argentine, Brazil 
and Chile endeavored to mediate as 
between the Huerta administration 
and the United States government. 
The elimination of Huerta was a 
foregone conclusion. Mr. Wilson did 
contribute toward that end and to 
some extent was of assistance to the 
Carranza faction in achieving mili- 
tary . supremacy when the Huerta 
regime came to an en*i. 


What might have happened if the 


European war had not broken out in 
July, 1914, can not be conjectured be- 
cause the entire policy of the United 
States toward Mexico from that time 
forward was influenced again by the 
relation of the Mexican problem to 
world events. It is true the pressure 
from the European powers for a set- 
tlement of pending problems with 
Mexico eased up considerably with 
their minds concentrated 
on 
the 


large developments of world war." 
Hardly had Carranza, with his lieu- 
tenant, General Obregon, reached 
Mexico City and begun to establish 
a government when jthe disaffection 
of Pancho Villa in the north frus- 
trated hopes of internal peace below 
the Kio Grande. It was not until the 
summer of 1915 that the Carranza 
faction was able to achieve domi- 
nance and mastery from a military 
viewpoint-

Champion Ready to Battle Anyone 


That Commission Will Pick— 


Shade and Jimmy Jones 


May Get Chance.

NEW YORK, March 17.—Mickey 


Walker. the welterweight champion, 
who caused the New York Boxing 
Commi<«Kion great annoyance by re- 
fusing to fight, put it in another hole 
when he decided that the was ready 
to fight.

Dave Shade, California welterweight, 
after he had won the title from Jack 
Britton. 
The commission then re-

Jones ,then 
got in bad with the commission and 
he was suspended. The commission 
then decided that it had done enough 
suspending and had picked enough 
champions. 


Ha\mg failed at forcing, the newly 


reorganized commission decided to 
try coaxing, and it announced that 
Walker had been reinstated and that 
everything that had happened in the 
past had been forgotten. 


Walker was called before the com- 


mission to receive officially the word 
that he was at liberty to fight again 
in New York, but that the commis- 
sion would like to see him defend his 
title against a good contender. 


Jack Bulger, Walker's manager, 


then deftly handed one back to the 
commission. 
, 


"We'll fight any man you pick." 


he said. 


The commission doesn't like to be 


forced into the position of a match- 
maker, but there is= nothing to be 
done but accept the tefms of Bulger's 
offer or Jet Walker go his way peace- 
fully without molestation. 


Bulger said he considered the fore- 


most contenders for the title were 
Dave Shade, Jock Malone, Pete Lat- 
zo and Jimmy Jones- 


He did not say, as has been 


charged against him, that Shade and 
Malone were out of the class and 
could not make the weight.
